Reasons Why Damage Snits Against 
Municipalities Are So Common— 
Juries Always Side W ith Complain* 
ants—Cities Snould Protect Them­ 
selves by Keeping W alks in Repair 
At the meeting of the Twilight 
club held on Tuesday evening, W. 
Wheeler read an interesting parer on 
“ Improvements in Sidewalks’* which 
contained so much of interest to cit­ 
izens generally, 
and especially to 
those having control of the govern­ 
ment of the oity, that is given in full 
below: 
I thine th at we are all agreed that it 
is high time the city of Janesville take 
aome steps to secure itself against a 
danger that seems to threaten very 
seriously the pocket bocks of the 
tax payers. 
I do not intend to criticise in any 
way the action of the oily con ceil or 
our various city offi eials, for it is not 
within thsir power to wholly prevent 
the difflsnitj af which I speak. With­ 
in the past ten or fifteen yearly a new 
industry seem* te have sprung up or 
to have liken rapid strides in the 
direction of growth. 
I refer to the class of HVgstion, 
commonly known as 
“ Damage or 
Personal Ic jury” oases. 
These cases 
are of a peculiar nature. 
Ordinarily 
when a person is seeking litigation, 
he is expected to be prepared with 
tome witnesses, a fairly good case 
and the means wherewith to employ 
oounsel. 
But with the advent^ of ’be 
“ damage case” came a new o t H eo 
things. 
It was we* J soon discovered 
th at the litigants lo a large majority 
of these eases hi d not the means to 
employ course* aud bear the actual 
expense of the litigation. 
So it came 
about that a sort of partnership is 
formed between the lawyer and hit 
client. The client contributes to the 
common stock of the partnership his 
pain, agony and distress of mind and 
body, Ic gather with all accumulations 
thereto during the progress of the liti­ 
gation, and the other member of the 
cc-partnership—that is the lawyer— 
agrees to p osecute the action to judg­ 
ment and properly expose far Bale and 
sell to the best advantage possible, 
the merchandise of *the partnership, 
that is, the pain, agony and distress 
of mind aforesa d. With the assistance 
of the jury, he usually does it, to good 
advantage, aud the purchaser, no mat­ 
ter how little he enjoys his bargain, is 
compelled to pay the price- 
Evidence in these cases sufficient to 
satisfy the jury, would in any other 
class oI litigation be entirely insuffi­ 
cient. 
It has come lo ba understood that if 
a negligence action can be got to the 
jury, it is substantially a victory for 
the plaintiff. 
The only hope for the 
defendant, or almost his only hope, is 
that the evidence muj bv of bitch a 
character that the court fell) din ct a 
verdict for the defendant, or order the 
entry of a non-suit. 
This triumvirate, the lawyer, his 
client with the 
supply of mental 
agony, and the sympathetic jury, have 
reaped large harvests in verdicts in the 
past ten years. 
Some time ago, Mr. E. Parmelee 
Prentice collected some very interest­ 
ing facts concerning this question. 
In the examination of Chicago court 
records, he ascertained that in 1875 
there were pending in Cook county, 
200 personal injury suits. 
In the first 
six months of 1810 the number com­ 
menced was 34(5. 
Total amount of 
damages claimed, 12,814,800. 
la th e 
first six months of 1896 the number 
commenced was 893. 
Total amount of 
damages claimed, 813,510.000. 
Now 
pending in Cook county, 3.000 cases of 
this character, with damages claimed 
of between 150,GOO,OOO and $160,000,- 
000. 
Again,in the first six months of 1890 
three verdicts were rendered in the 
state courts of Rock county for $10,000 
or over. 
During the first six months 
of 1896 twenty-six verdicts were ren­ 
dered in these courts, each for an 
amount equal to or exceeding $10,000, 
and the sum of the twonty-six verdicts 
amounted to $425 OOO. In the first six 
months of 1890 the three most promi­ 
nent railways in Chicago taken to­ 
gether, lost five verdicts, aggregating 
$10,050. 
During the first six months 
of 1896 the same companies lost twen­ 
ty-eight verdicts, aggregating $124, 
012. 
These figures illustrate in tome 
degree, the alarming growth of tuts 
kind of litigation. 
Of course, it must 
be conceded that the population of 
Cook county grew considerably in the 
interval between 1890 and 1896, but 
the increase in population could hard­ 
ly be accountable for the fact that the 
damages awarded as 
before stated, 
increased from about $30,000 in 1890 
to $425,000 in 1896. 
The true reason may be sought else­ 
where. 
The alacrity and 
success 
with which these cases are taken up 
and prosecuted, is well illustrated in a 
case in a Long Island city. 
A ferry company had put a new 
gravel roof on its terry house, and a 
few gravel stones, the size of a small 
marble fell to the sidewalk, and re­ 
mained there, perhaps fifty minutes. 
The plaintiff slipped on this sidewalk; 
brought action and recovered judg­ 
ment for $5,000 
This city is peculiarly interested in 
easel of this n ture, and the subject 
seems to me particularly pertinent, 
when the question of sidewalks is un­ 
d e r discussion. 
It may not be gen­ 
erally known that there are at pres­ 
ent pending in eonri, nine eases of al­ 
leged personal injury—notices have 


been served in nine more, add in addi­ 
tion to the.e, two cases have been set­ 
tled within the year. 
The condition 
of the city’s litigation may be briefl> 
stated thus: 
Cases in supreme c u r t on appeals 
by the oity In which judgments have 
been rendered against the city, for an 
aggregate of $6,500 damages; cases 
pending on motion for new trial, in 
which verdict was rendered against 
the city for $1,500; oases pending in 
circuit court, notices filed in oases 
in which aotion baa not yet been com­ 
menced. 
In addition to these cases, the city, 
on May 29. 1897. settled one case by 
payment of $2,000 damages, and on 
February 24, 1898, settled another by 
payment of $300. 
An inspection of the pacers filed ad­ 
vises u* that in every one of these 
twenty cases, the ic j ivies are claimed 
to have resulted from defective side­ 
walks, and one-half of this mum ber to 
have resulted from defective board or 
plank sidewalks; seven of the number 
due to the accumulation of ice and 


No defect was claimed except that the 
walk was too smooth and slippery. 
The plaintiff slipped on this walk and 
was in jured. 
The jury fonudforthe 
plaintiff and against the oily, and the_ 
coart of appeals affirmed the judg* 
dent. 
With such oases as this, it may 
well be questioned whether th's great 
danger yto 
municipalities 
can

defendants in 
these cases are practically defenceless 
has been recognized by courts.

dered, would b* set aside; and I deem 
it especially important that this rule 
should be observed i i actions for neg­ 
ligence against corporations carriers 
of passengers.

If it was attempted to furnish 
the entire ci*y with

would be a very unpopular move, be­ 
cause of the feet that the plank walk 
is not only unsightly, but in fact, a 
more dangerous walk than cement or 
concrete, or other kinds. 
If, on the other hand, the city at­ 
tempted to put down Portland cement 
walks all over town it had probably 
far better snbmit to damage suits, 
than attempt to bear the expense. 
It is also suggested that the city 
have control of the sidewalks, and lay 
such kind as the ordinances of the 
city permit, and as may be desired 
by she individual property owner, the 
expense of laying such walk to be 
assessed to the abutting frontsgp, but 
this, it seems to me, would result in 
great trouble. 
There would be un­ 
ending disagreements 
between the 
city 
authorities 
and the property 
owners and the result wculd probably 
bo no sidewalk. 
It has also 
been suggested that 
acting under our present system, the 
city might profitably employ some 
one or more persons during the sum­ 
mer months whose business it should 
be to look after ai d repair the various 
wooden sidewalks and where a new 
sidewalk is found to be necessary, to 
report the fact to the council, so that 
it may be ordered laid. 
Of course 
under our 
present 
system, it 
is 
the duty cf the property owner to keep 
his own sidewalk in repair, but if he 
don’t do it, we had better afford to do 
so for him. 
We are spending some $12,000 to 
$15.OGO each year on our streets.

might b i profitable to divert a little

this money to

portion of 
th e'highways where defects are most 
likely to be followed by serious re­ 
sults, than it is to the sidewalks. 
I 
am inclined to think money might be 
expended in that way, with fully as 
much profit to the people as it is at 
present expended. 
However, in the 
present craze for damoge actions, it 
does not seem to make very much dif­ 
ference of what material a walk is con­ 
structed, or how it is laid.

if smooth, then it is claimed to be dan­ 
gerous on account cf being slippery.

•800,000,000 to be Raised—Scheme 
Favored by the Junta. 
New York, March 16.—It is-a fact 
that there is a Cuban syndicate. Sev­ 
eral gentlemen met recently in an of­ 
fice in lower Broadway and arranged to 
raise $200,000,000 for aiding the Cubans 
to obtain their liberty. 
The plan was that Spain should con­ 
cede the independence of Cuba and that 
Cuba should pay Spain an indemnity to 
reimburse her in part for the enormous 
expenses of the war by giving bonds to 
the mother country and placing other 
bonds upon the market.
